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Remarks 

Claim 60 is amended. Claims 1-58 and 60-63 are pending in the application. 

In the Advisory Action, the Examiner noted that claims 1-58 and 61-63 were allowed. 

In the Final Office Action, the Examiner maintained the rejections of claim 60 under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as indefinite and under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as 
broader than the enabling disclosure. In the Advisory Action, the Examiner noted that the 
rejection of claim 60 may be overcome by incorporating the limitations of claim 61 into claim 
60. While Applicant respectfully disagrees with the Examiner's position, in order to place this 
application in position for allowance, Applicant has amended claim 60 as suggested by the 
Examiner. Thus, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 rejections of 
claim 60.
